Force Met, Sympathized and Parted. 


[Boston Letter in Chicago News.] 


As I was meandering up Washington street, 


Boston, a day or two since, I could not over- 
come a suddenly inspired desire to linger a 
moment in front of the old book store of A. 
Williams & Co. In days gone by how many 
authors have I seen within, loitering in con- 
versation. Many of them are now gone for- 
ever; yet I can but recall one occasion in 
particular, when a number of the literati 
called at this same store to meet Charles 
Dickens. 
' 


It was a warm autumn day, and the store 


door stood ajar. Leaning against the period- 
ical counter stood the great English novelist 
His head was uncovered. The gray locks 
surmounted a brow lined with care, and the 
broad, full surface appeared contracted, as 
with listening earnestness he gazed into the 
thoughtful eyes of Ralph Waldo Emerson, 
who was evidently voicing some pleasant 
thoughts to which all gave close attention. 
Mr Dickens ivas dressed in a suit of Scotch 
gray, his neck being encircled with a crimson 
scarf, ornamented with a Roman gold pin. 
His hands were incased in light-colored kids, 
and he carried a stout cane. The expression 
o£ his face was wearied. The gray^beard 
was carefully trimmed, and the glances 
of

surrounded him. Remarks occasioning mirtb 
on the part of his companions seemed in no- 
wise to affect his quiet dignity.

and unfashionable proportions. A suit of 
well-worn broadcloth covered his tall, lank 
figure. His long neck was encircled with a 
satin stock, over which rolled a broad, shape- 
less band of linen. The benign face vras thin, 
and scant gray locks hung beneath the brim 
of his hat. Soon after I saw this memorable 
gathering Dickens returned to England, 
where, not long afterward, his over-worked 
body listened to death's summons and gave 
silent assent.

P. Shillaber, and others distinguished in the 
world of letters. A few of oui- living cele- 
brated authors visit it to-day, but the spell is 
broken. Those who once knew it will visit it 
no more. So long as it stands the stranger 
may gaze upon it as a monument to the lit- 
erary genius which has earned the "Hub" the 
distinguished title of the "Athens of J&jner- 
ica."

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., June 14.—By a collision 


with 
an train on the 
Camden road this 


morning, Engineers Camden and Baxter, Con- 
ductor Smith, Baggagemaster Vaughn, Mail 
Agent Wylie and Fireman Barber were killed 
and many persons irjnred. The excursion 
party were of the Camden Presbyterian church. 
Frank Fenton, superyiso- of the road, and 
G. Ed. Waits were also killed. The crash was 
caused by the non -reception of telegraphic dis- 
patches. Both engines were smashed. The 
following aie the names of the injured: Henry 
Deals, scalded and 
hip 
broken; Leonard 


Bausch, badly scalded; Frank McCormick, leg 
broken and scalded; John Caskey, slightly 
injured; William Caskey, internally—cannot 
liie; James Rosenbaum, express agent, badly 
hurt about the back and head; A. L. Glen, a 
conductor, internally; Cora M. Lippincott and 
brother Eugene, slightly. The injured were 
placed under immediate medical attendance 
and removed to Camden. One passenger says 
that after the collision all of them scrambled

dows. The locomotives were demolished and 
the escaping steam made it impossible for some 
time for any one to approach within fifty feet 
of 
the wreck. 
Great excitement prevailed 


among the people on the two trains especially 
among women and children. When the news 
reached Camden a special train was made up 
and a dozen physicians departed for Ashland. 
The point where the collision occurred is con- 
sidered the worst on the line; it is about iwo 
miles from Haddonfield and one mile from Ash- 
land, with a heavy down grade and curve in both 
directions. In the middle of the curva is a 
wooden bridge over Cooper's creek. There is 
only a single track on the curve, with a slight 
embankment on either side. The accommoda- 
tion was running twenty-two miles an hour 
when it entered the curve. After the two trains 
came together there was the n'most confusion 
amoLg the passengers. The first man taken out 
was John Keseabaum, express agent of the ac- 
commodation train. He was terribly cut in the 
tread, face and hands; he was found with 
a lot of debris covering him and he was extri- 
cated with difficulty. Fireman Nicholas Birber 
was next discovered under the wrecked tende-, 
terribly mangled. Fireman Louis McLean was 
uncons:ions, terribly

cued after a labori >ua work of two hours. He 
was terribly mangled and did not survive long. 
At the moment of the collision Conductor Smith 
was counting tickets in the front of the car; in 
that instant also Supervisor Dale, who was in 
the third car, jumped to the platform and as- 
sisted a number of children and older folks to 
escape through the windows. The work of 
clearing the road has not yet been accom- 
plished.

They were met by 
Walker Blaine and driven to Blaine's residence. 


Mr. Blaine was in readiness at his house to 


give his associa-e and the people a hearty wel- 
come. General Li^an came here at his sugges- 
tion so that they may confer together on the 
Work of the campaign and principally otf letters 
of acceptance, before the committee which is to 
convey the official information of their nomin- 
ation reaches here. This committee is expected 
on Friday night. Mr. Blaine's letter is all writ- 
en and is understood to be of considerable 
length. General Logan's letter, it is thoaght, 
will be brief. At 8 o'clock this evening a pro- 
cession formed, in which were over 100 veteran 
soldiers, and marched to Blaine's residence. 
The streets were thronged with people. General 
Connor in a few eloquent remarks introduced 
General Logan, and the latter, stepping for- 
ward to the porch of Blaine's mansion, spoke as 
follows: "Ladies, gentlemen, comrades—I most 
fully appreciate this kind compliment tonight; 
I am truly glad to meet so many citizens of 
Augusta. I must confess I feel embarassed in 
attempting to say anything after listening to 
what has been said by General Connor; it ia 
true that the soldiers of Maine, in the samo 
great contest, stood aide by side with those from 
all other parts of the country, and did their 
duty for the preservation of this great nation. 
It was preserved 
by their energy, their 


patriolism and prowess. Behind them stood 
the loyal citizens of the grand republic giving 
them their support and prayers, with their 
hearts full of hope for their success, and as 
liberty first found birth on the Atlantic slope, 
well may it there have found tr-.e hearts for ita 
preservation, not only of this country but of 
that liberty which God intended for all men. 
Let that which followed as the result of its 
preservation not now be lost, This can orfly be 
done by keeping the control of the institutions 
Of this country in the hands of those who fought 
to maintain them. The people believe in the 
fundamental principles of lepnblican govern- 
ment, and the same rule also applies in the ee- 
lection of agents for the administration of the 
government.

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mall Thief Arrested. 


Myron B. Graves was arrested at Bismarck 


Tuesday 1»y Postoffice Inspectors Small ^Ld 
Ghilds for stealing letters from the postal cars 
between Bismarck and Glendive. ' He waived 
examination and was held] by United States 
Commissioner Corey in the nnni of $1,200. He 
had been employed during the month of May 
as a weigher by the Northern Pacific to deter- 
mine the weight of the mails, and during this 
time abstracted from the cars several letters, 
eome of them registered. He was strongly sus- 
pected and was watched closely, although al- 
lowed to come in contact With the mail with a 
view of catching him. A few daya ago he stole 
a letter containing a pojtal note issued at 
Helena and payable at New Orleans, and re- 
turned the postal note to HeieM for repayment. 
This left no reason to doubt Ibis guilt, but proof 
waa still wanting. Accordingly the inspectore 
were sent for. They arrlvled on Friday. On 
Tuesday Graves took two of their decoya and 
was arrested with the rifled letters and the 
money upon his person. Of course he admit- 
ted, since there was no chance to deny, bisM 
guilt, and also gave inforniation in relation to 
other letters stolen by him. It is well to here 
remark that those who steal once will again,and 
that those who steal from the mails are certain 
to be caught. The inapectoi a do not fail in one 
out of a thousand cases to catch the guilty par- 
ties, particularly if they are in the mail service 
or connected with it in any nianner.
